Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, provided the com- 
munity nursing service in the Town of Palermo. 

The nurse made sixty-one visits to, or in behalf of, 
individuals in Palermo. The nurse also made seventeen 
visits to plan for school or community health activities. 

The nurse planned with the health committee mem- 
bers and Dr. John Barnard, school physician, for health 
examinations of selected children. Twenty-two chiidren 
received a physical examination, performed by the school 
physician. Thirty-seven children received protection a- 
gainst smallpox. 

The public health nurse arranged child health con- 
ference activities in neighboring communities and these 
were available to Palermo pre-school age children. Im- 
munizations were offered against measles, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, smallpox, poliomyelitis and tetanus. 
Your public health nurse gave counseling to families. 

Appreciation is extended to each volunteer worker 
who assisted in the community health program.
